A broad range of views on 
education was expressed at 
the League of Women Vote 
ers sponsored candidates 
night at Upland High School 
Thursday, April 6. 

In all, six candidates for 
two seats on the Chaffey 
Union High School District 
Board Of Trustees and 11 
of 14 candidates seeking Seve 
en posts on the proposed unle 
fied district board gave 
their platforms and an- 
swered questions. 

Candidates for the Union 
High School District spoke 
first. 

“No one likes to work 
for peanuts,” said Art Bes. 
ke, 1232 Winston Court, Up- 
land, who proposed a raise 
in starting salaries of teach- 
ers and an upped pay scale 
for classified employees as 
well, 

Beske said the money for 
salary increases could come 
from doing away with county 
supervisors, He also said 
he would decrease the num- 
ber of administrators to a 
20 to one ration with teache 
ers and that he was opposed 
to unification. 

The key to sound educa. 
tion is in the classroom 
and with the teacher, said 
Mrs, Martha T, Chapman, 
210 West Sixth Street, Onta- 
rio. She said her emphasis, 
if elected to the board, would 
be in holding qualified stu. 
dents, new teen teaching

Mrs. Hecht said she was 
responsive to new ideas and 
that she believed in provide 
ing a challenge for the stue 
dents and an opportunity for 
the teaching staff, ‘The 
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board sets the broad pole 
tcles,"’ she said, ‘‘and the 
staff.carries them out?’ 

E. C. Rodriquez, 962 W. 
H, Street, Ontario, holder of 
the Distinguished Flying 
Cross, the Alr Medal with 
three oak leaf clusters and 
the Purple Heart, said he 
felt it was his patriotic duty 
to serve on the school board 
in order to help preserve 
a atrong, free country. 

“1'm concerned about the 
lack of interest in our school 
district as shown by the poor 
turnout of voters,’’ he said, 
“Some school districts are 
falling In their job to proe 
vide the best education for 
our children and I do not 
want to see this happen In 
the Chaffey District,’’ 

Rodriquez is a self-eme 
ployed accountant, 

Candidates seeking the 
seven seats on the unified 
school district board 
stressed that if the mea. 
sure passes experience will 
be needed in the confusion 
that will follow. The ma- 
jority opposed unification al- 
though, Willlam C, Draper, 
118 Fast Street, Ontario, 
spoke vigorously on several 
occasions during the evening 
for it. 

RE. Browne, 7344 Ivy 
Lane, Cucamonga, sald he 
was not a professional edu- 
cator but that it was the duty 
of every citizen and parent 
to provide the best educa. 
tion possible for every child 
in the community regardless 
of their origin. 

“At the same time,’’ he 
said, ‘‘we must face the 
economic facts of life and 
provide only what the dis. 
trict can afford,’’ 

A school board member, 
Browne said some decisions 
are not always popular and 
that he had gray hairs to 
prove it, “Being human, I 
have made some wrong dee 
cisions,” he said, ‘but I 
am proud of the fact that 
most of them have been 
right.’’ 

Candidates for unification 
posts opposed unification on 
grounds it was a dictator. 
ship imposed by the state on 
local school boards, would 
be too unwelldy, that the 
people were not behind it 
and that it would be too far 
removed from the citizen. 


C.T. Weber, a 27-year 
old accountant who has audite 
ed school district books, said 
unification would reduce the 
numer of school board mem- 
bers from 50 to seven, 

“T just feel 50 people ree 
siding in local communities 
ean serve the people better 


than seven,” he said. 

Richard Pearson, a school 
board member now, said a 
large unified district would 
mean loss of local control. 
He said he sought the post 
because the new district, if 
it passes, would need eX- 
perlenced members to solve 
its many problems. 


Richard Pearson said he 
had worked hard to defeat 
unification two years ago 
and that he had not changed 
his feelings in the interim. 

G.R. Westphal, Alta Loma, 
said he filed his candidacy 
for the post because he was 
“appalled at the apathy of 
the community «- only six 
candidates had filed two days 
before the deadline,’’ 

Westphal also said, ‘lam 
told now that my name will 
appear on the ballot even 
if | am dead,’? 

Les T, Peters, opposing 
unification, said it would be 
better when the state modi- 
fies its own unification plans 
ata later date, 

He proposed a five-point 
program for school boards, 
They ineluded periodte 
meetings with the city coun. 
cll, monthly reports of board 
actions, state vocational 
program funding, a ‘‘visit 
your schools” week, and cit. 
izens advisory committee to 
work with the school board, 

Draper said the charge 
frequently made that the 
state was foreing unification 
was not true, ‘If the state 
desired to,’? he sald, ‘‘tt 
could ofos® déwn all school 
‘board’ tomorrow, The state 
ia merely trying to get the 
people to unify school dis- 
tricts becfiuse it is the best 
way to run them,.”” 

He pointed out the propos -

Shortage of home loan 
money over, says firm 


The shortage of money 
for lending on Pomona Vale 
‘ley homes is now over, Paul 
D, Walker, president of Po- 
mona First Federal Savings 
and Loan Association, de-

Studies for Chino settling 
hasin approved by district 


Topographical and engi- 
neering studies not to exe 
ceed $1000 were authorized 
by the Chino Basin Water 
Conservation Distriret April 
5 for a settling basin proj- 
ect that may cost up to$70,- 
000, 

It was noted that when the 
conservation projectis come 

lete it would more than pay 
for itself, In the past twe 
years 4000 acre feet of wae 
ter has been lost, and at the 
current rates for Northern 
California water, this would 
umount to $200,000. The 
project would thus pay for 
itself within one year’s time, 
the Board was told. 

The Water Conservation 
District hired Robert Mills 
Assotiates of Upland to make 
the preliminary studies on 
land South of 4thSt,and West 
of Arehibald in the Cuca. 
monga Wash area that will 
tie«in with existing settling 
basins East of Archibald, 
and Deer Channel, in a two- 
way circulating system, 

Because of the Ontario 
Airport, it was deemed more 
important to develop the Cue 
cumonga basin first, and the 
Deer channel developmenttis 
5 to 10 years away. It marked 
a ‘shift in emphasis’? by 


the district to the new lo- 
cation. 
The Water Conservation 


District has no definite plans 
to spend an estimated $70,- 
000 ‘at present until the stu- 
dies ar@ completed, It would 
take two years to develop 
if started now. 

The Board, chaired by Ben 
Allen, instructed Secretary 
Robert Walline to meet with 
Mills and the County Flood 
Control District to be sure 
that coordination between the 
two groups was in order from 
the very first discussion. 

The topography study was 
deemed necessary as the 
land falls about 20 feet from 
North to South. 

It was estimated that this 
development would be of 
similar importance in water 
conservation as the water 
basins developed in Mont- 
elair. 

Allen and Walline reported 
to the Board they had met 
with Montclair Administrae 
tor Mike Graziano and City 
Engineer Carl Freeman to 
werk on drainage problems 
from the new Shopping Cene 
ter by utilising the conser- 
vation district’s basins, 

Also under study is the 
use of the bottom of the 
basin for a recreational site, 
with the possibility of lining 
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the votom with plastic 
sheeting for a boating and 
swiraming pond part of the 
year, 

The value of the settling 
basins in Montclair versus 
open ditches to Prado area 
were citedas something ‘ ‘the 
district can be very proud 
of today.’’ Mr. Walline said 
they would never had been 
leveloped except for the Wa- 
ter Cohservation District’s 
existence, 

He said the Flood Control 
district had tried to devele 
op the idea but was unable 
to complete it because the 
Supervisors would not ape 
prove. 

Mr. Allen noted that the 
potential salvaging of water 
was greater all the time as 
‘‘manemade”? developments 
create more run-off water to 
handle. ‘It is an increas- 
ing challenge,’? he said, 

THE BOARD also has une 
der study a resolution to 
support the San Bernardino 
County Regional Parks ree 
quest for a resolution in sup- 
port of the Prado lake idea, 
because of the loss of 4 
feet of water a year through 
evaporation, but which pro- 
vides for about 17 to 20 
feet of percolation a year, 
To try to get state money, 
the County does not want any 
conflict among water groups 
and is seeking support. 

THE BOARD ALSOis cone 
sidering a replacement of a 
director on the Board. The 
term goes to November, 
1967, andcomprises the area 
of Euclid, Edison Ave., the 
County line, and Philadele 
phia. An election would cost 
$10,000,

West Valley planning agency 
to help coordinate cities 


If Upland City Council, 
four other city Councils and 
the County Board of Super- 
visors all approve, a ‘‘West 
Valley Planning Agency” 
will be created, which is 
supposed to coordinate plan- 
ning among the cities and 
county, and help them all 
get federal planning funds, 

Upland, Montclair, Chie 
no, Ontario and Fontana are 
the five cities. According to 
a joint powers agreement 
up for the cities’ and Coune 
ty acceptance all must rate 
ify it in order to make it 
effective. 

Four of the cities’ electe 
ed representatives agreed to 
take it before their full coune 
clls at a meeting in Monte 
clair, attended also by Sue 
pervisors Ruben Ayala and 
Daniel Mikesell, whose Sue 
pervisorial districts cover 
the West End, 

Chino was absent from 
the meeting. Chino is in the 
process of updating its mas- 
ter plan, and Montclair will 
soon submit an amended 
application for a federal 
grant to update Montclair’s 
1957 plan. . 

Ontario is talking of a 
general plan including the 
south end of Cucamonga, and 
sees the West Valley Plane 
ning Agency as a means to 
help get federal funds, 

**Voluntary’” financial 
contributions from the Cities 
in cash and in personnel, 
plus personnel from the 








County, will support the 
Agency, depending on the 
work that the City is ine 
volved in. 

Upland’s contribution will 
depend on whether its indie 
vidual application is suce 
cessful or if it subsequently 
needs the weight of an area 
organization to help the City 
get the federal funds needed. 
Upland’s planning is done 
and its contribution will be 
minimum as will Chino’s. 

Ontario is shooting for the 
area-wide organization ap- 
proach, and wants quick ace 
tion to get an application in 
as soon as possible. 

Some federal money fr 
individual planning is al 
ready all earmarked, but 
other money is said to be 
available for plans backed 
by an area-wide organizae 
tion. 

Regional or area-wide coe 
operative planning, and citi- 
zens committees are two 
current ‘‘in’’? ideas for fede 
eral grants and loans, 

If formed the WVPA will be 
doing what the SouthernCale 
ifornia Association of 
Governments (five counties, 
numerous cities) was sup- 
posed to have done in ree 
lation to federal funds, 

Mikesell, who has been 
one of the big backers of 
the cooperative agency, sees 
the West Valley group as 
the forerunner of similar 
groups in other areas of the 
County and a county-wide 


council made up of represene 
tatives of the smaller agene 
cies, : 

A West End general plan 
was drawn up under County 
auspices last year and the 
WVPA is viewed as a means 
of coordinating the cities’ 
planning with the West End 
general plan.

Should Upland really elect a mayor? 


(Editor*’s note; Howard Gardner, associate director, of 
the League of California Cities, explores in the letter pub. 
lished below the pros and cons of an elective rather than an 
appointive mayor. Upland’s city council recently voted not 
to submit the question to the voters, However, a special 
committee is investigating the relationship between the 
mayor, councilmen and the city manager thus the informa - 
tion is food for thought for our readers.) 


DIRECT ELECTION OF MAYORS IN GENERAL LAWCITISS 
Howard Gardner, Associate Director 
League of California Cities 


The California Legislature at the 1959 session passed 
Senate Bill 224 which is now Chapter 1971 of the Statues 
of 1959. This new law relates to the election by the people 
ef mayors in general law cities, It provides that ‘at any 
general municipal election or at a special election held 
for that purpase, the city council may submit to the elec- 
tors the question of whether electors shall thereafter elect 
a mayor and four city councilmen,” In other words, if the 
electors vote favorably on the proposal to elect a mayor, 
this procedure shall be followed in future municipal elec- 
tions, The important point to remember is that action to 
elect a mayor for a foureyear term must be approved by 
a vote of the people and cannot be established by the city 
council, 

There are many classic arguments concerning the direct 
election of a mayor; however, in practically all instances 
the arguments relate to this procedure in large cities, I 


must point out that this statute applies only to general law 
cities in California, a large majority af which are cities 
with a population of less than 10,000, 

It was rather interesting in Sacramento to find that even 
though this statute is purely permissive and does not ree 
quire a city council to submit this proposal to the people, 
it was debated at great length throughout the legislatd 
process, The League supported this measure because 
was purely permissive, If it had been mandatory to submit 
the question af election of the mayor to a vote, the League 
would have opposed it, 

In support of this statute, in addition to the fact that it 
was permissive, one of the arguments presented was that 
electing a mayor would increase interest in this office on 
the part of responsible citizens in our smaller cities. It 
was Suggested that perhaps a well-qualified person who 
would not stand for election to the city council would stand 
for election to the position af mayor, 

Tt was also argued that there was need for stronger politie 
eal leadership in cities and that if a person were elected as 
mayor for a four-year term, he would feel a stronger res- 
ponsibility to develop progressive municipal programs and 
after approval of these proposals by the city council, to sell 
such proposals to the people. The legislation does not give 
any additional powers to the mayor over and above those 
now in effect in general law cities. 

Those who support the idea of electing the mayor point 
out that by such a procedure additional prestige and recag- 
nition will attach to the position. This could be brought about, 
of course, by reason of one man serving for a longer period 


of time than would normally be the case today in the average 
general law city. 

Whether this should be called an advantage or disadvan- 
tage, I am not in a position to say, nevertheless it is my 
opinion that an elected mayor will very likely be required to 
devote more time to city affairs depending upon the measure 
of leadership he gives to the city. 

In summing up the questions and arguments in opposition 
to this statute which were expressed in Sacramento, I would 
say that the most frequent observation made was that at the 
first election of a mayor, it would be possible that all of the 
councilmen up for election would run for the position of 
mayor. If this happened, the council could lose one or two 
very able men in that all of them could not, of course, be 
elected to the position of mayor. 

A basic problem would be the possible dissension which 
might develop on the city council as between the mayor and 
the other members of the council. As of now, all mayors in 
general law cities serve at the pleasure of their colleagues 
on the city council. If you have three votes you can be 
named mayor. If you have less than that, you can be ree 
turned to your position on the city council. Under the new 
statute, the mayor would serve for a four-year term withe 
out regard to the support or lack of it from the other meme 
bers of the city council. It is entirely possible that an 
elected mayor could serve a four-year period with the ene 
tire council in opposition of his ideas and points of view. 
It is questioned whether such a division in a city council 
would be in the best interest of the city. 

In cities having the council-manager form of govern- 


ment the possibility exists that an elected mayor would 
feel that the city manager had a responsibility to provide 
him with information about city affairs on a different 
basis than would be provided other members of the coun- 
cil, This could lead to a deterioration of council-manager 
relations to the extent that members of the council felt 
that equal treatment was not being accorded al] members 
of the municipal legislative body. 

Election of the mayor would preclude the rotating of the 
mayorship as is now the practice in many cities and would 
decrease the number of councilmen who could be extended 
the honor of serving as mayor of his home town. 

Without regard to the advantages or disadvantages of 
electing the mayor, it is interesting to note that this ques- 
tion can come before the voters only if itis placed on the 
ballot by the city council. The new law probably does not 
permit an initiative proposition on this proposal because 
the statute says that the ‘‘city council may submit’ this 
proposal to the electorate. The effect of this arrangement 
ts to require the city council to argue out the merits and 
demerits of the proposal and come to some conclusion in 
their own minds before the matter becomes & proposal upon 
which the people express an opinion on election day. 


In other information included in his letter, Mr. Gardner 
said that in all of California’s general law cities of 25,000 
to 50,000 population only eight mayors are elected. In cities 
of 10,000 to 25,000 population only six are elected and in 


cities af 5,000 to 10,000

1, The plan for the pro- 
posed tullding, structure 
and/or landscaping is in cone 
formity with good taste, good 
design and, in general, cone 
tributes to the image of Up- 
land as a place of beauty, 
spaciousness, balance, 
taste, fitness, broad vistas 
and high quality. 

2. The plan for the proe 
posed building or structure 
indicates that the building is 
protected against any use 
thereof which may tend to 
make the environment of the 
building less desirable 
through noise, vibrations of 
other factors. 

3. The proposed building, 
structure or landscaping 1s 
not, in its design and ap- 
pearance, soat variance with 
the appearance of other 
existing structures and lande 
seaping in the neighborhood 
as to cause the nature of 
the local environment to dee 
preciate materially in ap- 
pearance and value. 

4. The proposed building, 
structure or landscaping is 
in harmony with the pro- 
posed developments on land 
in the general area, with the 
General Plan for Upland, 
and with any specific plans 
adopted pursuant to the Gen- 
eral Plan. 

If the above criteria are 
met, the application shall be 
approved, Conditions may be 
applied when the proposed 
building or structure does 
not comply with the above 
criteria and shall be such 
as to bring said build- 
ing or structure into con- 
formity,. If an application is 
disapproved, the Architece 
tural Commission shall dee 
tail in its findings the cri- 
terion or criteria that are 
not met, The action taken by 
the Architectural Commis- 
sion shall be reduced to 
writing, signed by the Sec- 
retary and a copy thereof 
made available to the appli 
cant upon request, 

SECTION 5, Subsection J.

SECTION 7. The Mayor 
shall sign this ordinance, 
and the City Clerk shall at- 
test and certify to the pase 
sage and adoption thereof and 
shall cause the same to be 
published in the Upland 
News, a weekly newspaper of 
general circulation, printed, 
published and circulated in 
the City of Upland, and thir- 
ty (30) days thereafter, it 
shall take effect and be in 
force.
